Leaders : ‘The Pope {peaks the Word ;— 
immediately he is obey'd, and the World 
is turn’dinto a Field of Blood: Where as 
had Papifts been fatisfy’d that Spiritual 
Power does not imply Temporal, and con- 
fequently, that their High Prieft himfelf 
was accountable to Princes for fuch ex- 
orbitant Claims and Proceedings, ic muit 
have been at hisown Peril to have made 
fuch Proclamations; the injur'd Princes, 
as they might juitly, fo they wou'd focn 
have pull’d him out of St Peter's Chair.

And, as this was believ’d by their 
Church in General, fo it has the moft 
folemn Sanétion of their General Coun- 
cils: Thus Innocent 1V. at the Head of 
the Council of Lions, call’d for that very 
Purpofe, excommunicated and depos’d 
Frederick 11, and tho’ Bomface VIII. 
had not a Council to give a Sanétion to 
his Anathemas and Depofitions, yet the 
famous general Council of Viena after- 
wards did it, by declaring him,—moft 
Catholick, a good Chriftian, and a moral 
Dian. And now what can be more fuily 
demonftrated than that this is the Doc- 
trine of the Romifh Church; which a 
whole Succeffion of Popes for near 750 
Years together have unanimoufly claim’d, 
and upon Occafion exercifed, which ge- 
neral Councils have approv’d of, and che 
whole Body of Papitts have believ’d. — 
And if yet this be not enough, it is 
further confirm’d by the moft folemn Aéts 
of their Religion ;—Gregory VII, his 
great Patron of it is fainted; and the

practis’d the Doétrine of /urgatory, they 
only difcover'd their Superftition; to fay 
this, is, if nor a fcandalous, at leaft a 
weak Evafion, fuch as any tulfe Teacher 
miay equally claim. Neither is the other, 
Tarico makes ufe of, much more to the 
Purpofe, viz: Purgatory, is not certain 
from Scripture. For, befides, that this is 
the Cant of all Hereticks; the Validiry 
of infant Baptifm, the Number of ca- 
nonical Books, &c. are not certain from 
Scripture ; and yet thefe are Articles of 
Faith 
Teftimony and Praétice of the Primi- 
tive Chriftians. This Reafon, if prefsd 


home, will bear hard on our Champion ;

at leaft it will force him to own the In- 
fufficiency of his Argument again{ft Pur- 
gatory, viz. That it’s not certain from 
Scripture: And, unlefs he can farther 
prove that itiscertainly againft Scripture, 
he'll fcarce juftify its Disbelief. Now, to 
evince a Practice to be againft Scripture, 
which is granted to have been begun and 
taught by the Firft Fathers, isa moitt diffi- 
cult Task ; nay, impoffible in the prefent 
Cafe, fince there is noclear pofitive Text 
in Scripture againft Purgatory or a Third 
Place. 1 am backed in this Affertion by 
far the greateft Part of Chriftendom, viz. 
all the Roman Catholicks now living, with 
thofe that went before ‘em; and all of 
the Grecian and Ruffian Communion 5 
nay, all thefe fame Chriftians maintain 
this Doeteine to be fufficiently founded in 
Scripture. 

And what is to be inferr‘d fron all 
this? Why, that Tarico, by faying it’s no 
matter when Purgatory Dottrines fir/t be- 
gan, has made it no Matter of Doubt but 
our Adverfaries will think themfelves on 
the right Side of the Queftion. Believe 
me, Vapifts are no Ideots, they know 
how to take Advantage of Concef- 
fions; and, therefore, I wifh my Bro- 
ther Yarico would be more cautious in his 
Conceffions as well is his Comparifons. 
Becaufe it: was hinted in my Letter, that 
to argue againft Purgatory, as grounded 
on Intereft, gave only a Plea tor a juit 
Retortion, that it was abolifh’d amongft 
us onthe fame Motive: Me Yarico, in An- 


E fwer to this, fmartly compares Papifts to 


Pick- pockets, and us Protettants to the in- 
jur’d Proprictors, who, by the abolifhing, 
regained our Own. Ouf Anceftors were 
once Infidels, but never Proreftants, they 
were converted to Popifh Chriitianiry, 
in which they remain’d upwards of 920 
Years. Their Goods were their own as 
well as their Souls; and if for the Re- 
pote of the latter, #.e¢. for fuller Satis- 
faétion due, as they thought, to divine 
Juttice for their Sins, they founded Hof- 
pitals and annual Doles to the Poors 
were the Indigent, who reap’d the Bene- 
fit cf thefe Charities accotding to the

orthe Rich, that violently alienated thefe 
Goods for the Support of their Luxury ? 
‘To go on vou'd be to bear too hard on 
the Memory of our firit Reformers. 
After what the Gentleman has writ of 


upon Account of the conturrent HM the Doétrine cf Purgatory 1 do nor 


wonder at what he grantsof Indulgences, 
viz, * That they were from the primitive 
Times ” But to foften the Matter, he 
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affirms thefe Indulgences were not the 
fame the Papifts admir. This they'll 
readily grant, if their’s were the fame 
with thofe Tarico jays to their Charge; 
Indulgences for Sins, paft and te come, 
are 50 Part of their Belief ; they are che 
Spawn of a malicious invention. In all 
mortal Sin there are two Effeéts, Guilt 
or Malice, and Pain or Satisfa@ion. 
Now the Doétrine of Papifts is, that no 
Indulgence can wipe off the Guilt ; but 
after the Malice is wafh’d off by a fin- 
cere Repentance , then the Penalties en- 
join’d by the Canons of the Church for 
fuch and fuch Crimes, and the Satistac- 
tion to divine Juttice often remaining 
after the Forgivencfs of the Guilt, are 
abated by Means of an Indulgence. This 
is the genuine Do@rine of the Roman

Catholuks, whether true or falfe, is no- ¢ 


thing to my Defign ; which is only to thew 
that Mr Spec and his Second, mifrepre- 
fent their Lorine, as they do in faying, 
Indulgences are not granted to the Poor; 
or that none can partake of them, but 
thofe that disburfe to the utmoft of their 
Abilities. That this is Calumny, is cer- 
tain from the furprizing Number of Pil- 
grims, that reforted to Rome the lait Ju- 
bily, and there upon Account of their 
Poverty were maintain’d at the Church’s 
Expence, till they had pertorm’d the 
ufual Injunétions of a Jubily. This fame 
Indulgence was extended to all the Pa- 
pifts, rich and poor, throughout the Uni- 
verfe. So that if Mr Tarico pleafes, he 
may be informed by his Roman Ca- 
zholick Acquaintances, that this Indul- 
gence was no otherwife bought but by 
Aéts of Repentance and Charity, and not 
by large Disburfements to Kome, or pray- 
ing, to Bones, and Chips, ashe aifirms. If 
Prayer to Saints Bones were a necef- 


{ary Condition for an Indulgence, Care has F 


been taken to render it impracticable in 
this Nation. This witty Conceic of 
Prayer to Chips is at beft, but Afperfion. 
Papifts reverence the Reliques of Saints, 
bur never with a Sanéle Reliquie ovate pro 
mobis. Reverence and Prayer are not the 
fame ; ocherwile, our reverencing the 
Communion Bank or Bible, would argue 
us guilty of praying to them.

God aid their Church, as on the like Oc- 
cafions they have done againft the com- 
mon Enemy of Chrifiendom. What 
then? Why then, Mr Tarico or I write 
wonderful Stuff. 

Since Mr Spec’s Champion feems wil- 
ling to think no Falfities are contain’d in 
his Client's Account of Confejfion, be- 
caufe I omitted to {pecify ’em as being 
apparent to each true Englifh Proteftant ; 
1 as one mult beg Leave to tell him it’s 
falfe, that Confeflion is no where found 
confiftent with the Practice of the Primi- 
tive Church: it’s falfe, that it was not 
univerfally receiv'd in the Church of Rome 
before the Council of Trent.

fertion is 10 lefs certain. By Confeflion 
two Things are principally meant, a 
Power in Chrift’s Minifters to abfolve 
from Sin, and an Obligation in the Sinner 
of applying fcr Abfolution. That Chrift 
gave fuch a Power to his Apottles is un- 
deniable from Scripture ; and that this 
forgiving Power was believed to have 
becn handed down to the Year 325 is as 
unqueftionable ; fince Acefius, a Novatian 
Bithop, was reprimanded in the Nicene 
Council, for holding fome enormous 
Crimes, not to be pardonable by any 
Power lodg'd in the Church. St Auftin 
de Agone Chrifti. c. 31. confirms this 
Truth. Non audiamus. eos, gui negant 
Ecclefiam Dei omnia peccata pojje dimit- 
tere.-—-Now if a Power of abiolving is 
given to Priefts, ic muft not be accounted 
ufelefs ; but ufelefs ir would be, if Sin- 
ners were not to apply for Abfolution ; 
and how can this be, but by a Confeflion 
of one’sCrimes. ‘This Neceflity of Con- 
feflion, Bajt/, a Saint of the 1Vth Cen- 
tury, aflerts in regul. Brevior. Neseffa- 
vio tis peccata aperivi debent, quibus cre- 
dita eft difpenfatio Myfteriorum Dei. But 
what need of quoting the Fathers, our 
firft infpir’d Reformers fufficiently fup- 
pos'd Confeffion to have been the Prac- 
tice of the Primitive Church, elfe they 
never had claim’d an unwarrantable 
Power of forgiving Sin in Priefts; much 
lef{g Wou'd they have ordained the Sick 
an unprecedented Clogg of a {pecial Con- 
fetlion of their Sins. This is the Doc- 
trine of our Church eftablifh’d by all the 

Au- 
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Authority our Clergy, Laity, and Princes 
can give. Not to mention Particulars 
amongft us, Bifhop Burnet, as averfe to 


Popery as Religion, Intereft, and Party A 


cou'd infpire him ; and as well inclin’d 
to Presbytery as maternal Milk could 
make him; fufficiently declares the Obli- 
gation of Confeffion, by what he fays of 
Captain Vratz, the German, condemn’d 
for the Murder of Squire Thynn, (V. Vra- 
ti, Life, &c. among thofe of Robbers, 


€¥c.) Mr Tarico, tho” he pretends to be B 


one of the fame Church, feems of ano- 
ther Belicf. For it being writ, that our 
Sick are ordered to make a Pry Contef- 
fion_ in Cafes of a troubled Confcience, 
(and that in no other are Papifts oblig’d to 
it) he, to fhew the Nullity of Agreement 
on this Head in both Churches, fays, That 
all Proteftants only agree that it’s conve- 
nient tor Perfons troubled in Mind to reveal 
their Grief, (I fuppofe, he means the 
Caufe of their Gricf, viz. their Sins) to 
Spiritual Guides for Council and Affiftance. 
This is concealing, if not falfifying the 
Do@rine of our Church; its making a 
dying Sinner believe that he ig not to 
make a fpecial Confeffion of bis weighty 
Sins; and that Chrift’s Minifters can 
only affift him in Council, and not in Ab- 
folution. 2dly, It’s aflerting an Untruth, 
That all Proteftants agree it convenient to 
veveal their Sins to fpivitual Guides. Do 
all allow {piritual Guides, or the Conve- 
niency of Confeflion ? Do not fome 
teach it an abominable Doétrine ? 

This laft Pofition is like what follows, 
that not a Romij{h Prieft takes a Confef- 
fion without making Advantage of the 
Secrets he hears, tho’ he is prohibited 
under the ftriéteft Penalties, both here 
and hereafter; and fo all their Confefjors 
go to the Devil. Thisis an hard, nay, 


in credible Sentence. Not to {peak of the 


Romijl Clergy abroad, in England there 
always have been, and {till are Men in 
Orders, of the Nobiliry, Gentry, and 
Fortune; and is it credible all thefe Men 
would forfeit their Titles of Honour, 
Eftates, €%c. and damn themfelves into 
the Bargain, for the pitiful Advantages 
that can be reap'd from betraying poor 
Sinner’s Secrets, or the trifling Pleafure 
of entertaining themfelves at the Shame 
ot their Penicents ? For fych Matters Ta- 
vico affirms to be the Subjects of Priett’s 
Converfation, becaufe a certain Confellor 
of Nuns us'd to entertain one Gordon, a 
Popith Deacon, now a Convert, with the 
Pollutions of the Nuns, €%c. he had 
heard in Confeffion, Burt, I fancy, tew

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Men of Senfe and Converfe abroad, tho’ 
they may have perus’d Gordon's Mcmoits, 
and not his Adventures written by Eliz. 
Harding, will much rely on our Convert’s. 
Veracity.. It’s improbable Nuns are 
provided, or will ufe fuch Confeffors. It’s 
improbable Nuns are fuch as reprefented. 
Moft of them are Ladies of Birth or For- 
tunes; and it is among thefe che Daugh- 
ters Of the Roman Catholick Gentry ate 
ufually educated. As the faid Gentry 
equal their Proteftant Neighbours ir 
Biood, Education, Principles of Honour 
and Honefty ; it’s incredible they wou’d 
marry Wives that generally are che 
Eleves of Nuns, or be at the Trouble 
and Charge of feading their Children to 
thefe pretended Nurferies of Lewdnefs. 
Did they defign their Daughters . for 
Whores, they need not fend them abroad. 
Whoredom, if not licens'd amongft us, 
as it is faid to be at Rome, at leaft, it is 
fo countenanced in all Stations of Life, 
that is is much the fame Thing; only that 
the promifcuous Converfe of the Impu- 
dent and Innocent often proves ruinous 
to the latter. Laftly, what prejudices 
me againft Mr Gordon's Veracity, is, 
that all our Monkifh and Levitical Pro- 
felytes are a fufpeéted Kind of People, 
and of no great Credit. For thofe that 
fcruple not at breaking their folemn Fro- 
mifes and Vows madetoGo1, can never 
be thought over-nice in their Word given 
to Man. Now few or none have I heard 
or known of thefe Profelytes, that {cru- 
ple at living in a State inconfiltent with 
their Vow of Continency and Celebacy. 
So thata female Confort, and the Propa- 
gation of the Species, ‘eems to have 
a greater Hand in thefe Men’s Conver- 
fion, than Zeal for the Gofpel.

Remarks on the Ecclefiaftical Part of our 
antient Conftitution. 
SHALL now pay fo much Regard 
to the Miniftevial Writers as to be- 
ftow a few Remarks on the Religion of 
our Anceflors, and fee to what Caufes 
their Bigotry, or Slavery, in ecclefiaftical 
Matters, was really owing. 

We fill begin with the Converfion ‘of 
the Saxons, under Ethelbert, King of 
Kent, the Original of our Ecclefiaftical 
Conflitution, or Church-Eftabli{lbment; and 
confidering that this great Revolution 
was brought about by ga the Monk, 
under the Direétion of Pope Gregory. I. 
"tis no Wonder that the Religton of the 


firft Chriftran Saxons, who had the King 


at their Head, was tinétur’d with Su- 
perftition. The whole Chunh was very 
much degenerated, at that Time, from 
its primitive Purity; and Mr Rapin ob- 
ferves well, that the Englijl:, convert- 
ed in the 7th Century, are to be confi- 
der’d as in the fame State with the reit 
of the Chriflian World, fince it was not 
in their Power to know more than their 
Maflers taught Them. 

Almoft all Chriftendom, was infeéted 


with the Errors and Corruptions, which 


the Church of Rome had introduc’d ; tho’ 
the. Pope's Authority, ot Pre-eminence 
over other Bijfhops, was not univerfally 
acknowledg’d 5 forthe Scots, and antient 
Britons, having been converted be- 
fore the Bithops of Rome {et up their 
Claims, adhered to the Principles of 
their firlt Teachers, in fome Particulars , 
yet when we reflect on the Difputes of 
shofe Times, (viz. about the Ecclefiaftical 
‘Tonfure, and the’Time of kecping Eatter,) 
it is plain that They had departed from 
the Simplicity of the Gofpel, ami at 
laft even the Scgts and Britons were pre- 
vail'd upon ro own the Pope's Jurifdiction. 

But tho’ the Church of England was 
ofiginally founded on a Popijh Bottom, 
Popery ieleif was not the me ‘Thing, 


then as it isat prefent; for she Church of 
Rome, notwithitanding all her Pretences, 
hath undergone many Revolutions, both 
in Points of Power and Doétrine, as well 
as other Churches. 1 will give fome In- 
ftances. 

I. It appears by a Canon made in the 
Year 747; That Praying in an unknown 
Tongue was not then an eftablifhed Doc- 
trine of the Church; the Priefts were 


_ ordered, by that Canon, to teach the

Apoftte’s Creed, and the Lord's Prayer, in 
the Enghfo Language. 

2. Image Worfhip, Tranfubfantiation, 
and feveral other Doétrines uf the fame 
Kind, were not received amongft the Ar- 
ticles of the Englifh Church, in thofe 
Rays. And the Celebacy of the Clergy, 
was not fully eftablifhed amongit Them, 
till at leait 500 Years after) thes Con- 
verfion, and  almott infinite Difficulty. 

3. The Temporalities of the Church 
gain’d Ground in the fame Manner, juft 
asthe Popels Authority prevail’d, or as 
feveral Kings ftruck in with che Vicws 
of the Clergy. 

Rapin (Vol 2. p. 125.) obferves, that 
notwithitanding the great Condefcenfion 
of the Saxon Kings to the Clergy They 
could not retain the Privilege of chufing 
their Rifhops and Abbots, who begin- 
ning to interpofe in State Affairs, the 
Kings thought ft of importance to have 
the Bifliopsoblig’d to Them for their Pre- 
ferments. Nay,the Wittena-Gemots, or 
Parliaments, frequently ¢xercis’d the 
Power of cleéting and depriving Bifhops. 
re et names Brithelm and another Arch- 
bithop of Canterbury as Inftances of ir; 
but fays that under the Nornzan Kings, 
the Papal Authority being at a great 


_ Height, the Cler, ‘parry the Privilege of 


debating apart all matters relating, toReli- 
gion in their Ecclefiaftical Aflemblies; 
and that the Saxons being extremely 
addi&ed to Religion, fo far as to facri- 
fie their Prifoners cf Wav to thetv Gods, 
the fame Iaclination caufed <¢hem to 
receive and practice the Chriftian Reli- 
gion, and whatever the Monks taught 
them, with equal Zeal. 

This is perbeétly agreeable to what I 
obferved (Sept. 6 Sin a former Paper ; 
“ that Potery was cftablifned in this I- 
fland with ChrifMianizy itfelf, and con- 
tinucd to be the oly Religion fur many 
Ages afterwards; which ought to be 
imputed to the general Ignovance of thofe 
Zi7ues, rather than to any Defedt in our 
Conflitution. Our Anceftors were rather 
Bigets wan Slavess of Saves, at icaft, 

in 














in Principle and Faith, as wellasby Law.” 

Yet This is the Paflaze, which gave 
Mother Osborne fo much Offence, that 
fhe hath betftow’d 3 or 4 whole Pa- 
pers upon it, full of her u/ual Reafoning , 
the Subftance of which, when reduced 
to a few Words, is;—“that the Jenorance 
of thofe Times was owing to the Defeéd, 
or rather to the Iniyuity of our Conftitu- 
tion ; and that our Anceftors were Bipots, 
becaufe They were Slaves; or Slaves in 
Principle and Faith, becaufe They were 
Slaves by Laws.” (See V. 5. p. 656F) Ard 
to which fhe adds “ There never was a 


Country in the World, where Liberty «f 


Speculation and Reafoning was allowed, 
but the People generally difcovered u/e- 
ful Truth, and grew in Love with Rea- 
fon and Virtue. (1b. H) 

But it unluckily happens, that all this 
this deep Reafoning is nothing to the 
Purpofe, in the prefent Cafe; for the 
general Ignorance of the People, not only 
in England, but in all Parts of Exrope, 
was plainly derived from another Source 
than any Defeét, or Iniguity, in the Con- 
fiitution of their civil Governments, 1 
mean, the very low Ebb, to which 
Learning was reduced by the Ravages of 
the Northern Invaders, and the continual 
Wars, with which They were infefted 
for feveral Ages. 

Befides, the ioft dreadful Part of that 
ecclefiaftical Artillery, which Mrs Osborne 
hath painted in fuch pathetick Colours, 
was not invented till feveral Ages after 
the firf? Eftablifyment of Chriftianity in 
this Kingdom. But 

Tho’ the temporal Authority of the 
Church of Rome was not carried to its 
Height till after the Conqgueft, She was 
fo far from being a Gainer by that Re- 
volution, at firft, that fhe loft a great 
Deal of Ground by it, for inftcad of a 
fuperftitious Race of Kings, like the 
S2x0ns, She had now to deal with Princes 
of a different Spirit, Wm 1. and I. 
would admit of no Partners in their 
Dominion, nor hear of any Diftinétions 
between Clergy and Layety, in that Re- 
fpeét. They nut only exercifed the Right 
of L.veflitures, butcancell’d Inmunities, 
and {cized the Temporalities of vacant 
BifLopricks , the Pope not chufing to have 
any Conteft with thefe refolute Princes. 

Eut when Henry 1. came to the Crown, 
He found Him{elf much in Need of the 


Clerpy’s Affiitance ; and having made ; 


Thein fome Conceflicns, the Pope thought 
This a proper Time for an Attempt ia 
his own Favour. 
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The firft Thing He did was fending 
over a Legate to refide in England, for 
which had been a few Precedents ; buc 
This was oppos'd by the Biffops and 
Cleroy, as well as the King; the former 
of whom look’d upon it as an Infring- 
ment of their ows Privileges , and there- 
fore the /atter might, with the more 
Safety, forbid Him to exercife any 
Branch cf hisCommiffion in thisKingdom. 

But Henry 1. had a Difpute with Anfelnz 
Archbp of Canterbury, which gave Him 
a great deal more Trouble. ‘This Pre- 
late, who was thoroughly devoted to 
the Intereftsof the Church of Rome, had 
two great Points at Heart, which He 
fpar'd no Paints to accomplifh. One 
was the Celebacy of the Clergy; and the 
other co wrett the Inveffitures out of the 
King’s Hands. He conven’d a Synod, 
in which He got all married Priefts ex- 
communicated, and was going-to pro- 
ceed in the fame Manner againft the 
Bifops, who had received their Inve/ti- 
tures from the King, which touch’d his 
Prerogative fo nearly, that He exerted 
his whole Strength againft it. The 
Archbp was asrefolute, and, being back’d 
by the Court of Rome, went thither, and 
appealed to the Pope. ‘The King fent 
Ambaffadors atter Him, to plead his 
Caufe ; and Things were carry’d to fuch 
an Height, that as the Archbifhop was 
actually depriv'd of his Temporalitics, 
during his Abfence, fo the Kinz was 
threaten’d ® Exeonimunication. But at 
laft, the Pope thought fit to compound 
the Matter, by allowing the Li//ops and 
Abbots to do Homage to the King for 
their Temporalities, upon Condition that 
He would give up the Ceremony of 
invefting Them with the Ring and pa- 


F floral Staff. 
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In this Difpute ; Henry fhew’d fo much 
Firmne(fs, that He had no farther Li- 
fturbances, of tltis Nature. 

The Convulficns, in the next Reign, 
on Account of a difputed ‘Title, gave 
the Court of Rome a fine Opportunity, 
and fhe could not have a betrer Inftru- 
ment for her Purpofe than Henry Pp of 
Winel efter, King Stephen's Brother, and 
one of che principal Aétors in all thofe 
Commotions. For this Reafon, the Pove 
appointed him Lezate, in Prejudice to 
TLeobald Arctibo of Canterbury, to whom 
it belong’d. This cngag’d tne tevo ve- 
lates in a Difpute, which occafion’d fe- 
veral Appeals to Rome, a’Thing not very 
common before, & introduced the 
Study of the Cacm Law in England. A, 
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length, the Legateip was taken from the 
Bp of Winchefler, and conferr'd on the 
Archbp, not as his Due, but as an A& of 
meer Grace and Favour trom the Pope. 
"Thus the pretended Right of fending 
Legates hither, diftin& from the Archb 
of Canterbury, was fo firmly ettablifhed, 
that the Popes exercis'd it for the future, 
juft as it {uited their Intereft. 

denvy Il. who fucceeded, refoiv'd to 
put 2 Stop tothe Papal Ufurpetions and 
began in the Comflitutions of Clarendon , 
but having unfortunately plac’d an info- 
dent Upftart at the Head of the Church, 
He was oppos'd by Him in all his At- 
tempts, and drawn into a long Scene of 
Vexations, which ended at laft in the 
Murther of his Oppofer, and his own 
difbonour , for being charg’d with direc- 
ting, ot conniving at Beckct’s Affaftina- 
tion, He was forc’d to buy his Peace 
upon very hard Terms, particularly, by 
Promifing never to oppofe the Lope's 
Will; nor forbid any Appeals to the 
Court of Rome; and to abolifh all 
Laws and Cufloms, lately introduced, to 
the Prejudice of the Church, and was 
obliged to go barefoot to Becket’s Tomb, 
and fubmit to a fcardalous Difcipline 
from the Hands of the Menks. 

This Affair was attended with fatal 
Confequences to England, as well as all 
Europe, and carried the papal Authority 
to a monttrous Height; for who muit 
not tremble at a Power which had ob- 
liged a Prince of fo high a Spirit to 
ftoop to fuch fhameful Conditions ? 

As for Richard {. tho’ He was 4 Prince 

a moft undaunted Courage, it was 
turn’d {» much to the Humour of Cra- 
fading, or making, War upon the Infidels 
in the holy Land, that He had no ‘Time, 
if He had any Inclination, to redrefs 
thefe Abufes at home ; for during a ten 
Years Reign, He did not live 8 Months 
in England. 

In the two next Reigns, which were 
full of Troubles, the Popes play’d all 
their Game. In That ot King ‘fom, 
Innocent Uh. having order’d Card. Lanc- 
ton to be chofen Archbp of Canterbury, 
in Oppofition to cne nominared by the 
King, it created a Quarre! between 
Them, which gave the Fope infinite Ad- 
vantage, and ¢nded in making England 
@ Province to the See of Rome. He 
put the Kingdom under an Jnterdiél ; ex- 
communicated the King, abfoiv'd the 
Feople from their Allegiance, and pro- 
eceded to a formal Depofiticn, impower- 
ing Pbilip, K. of Fraiee, to put the Sen 


tence in Execution, with a Promife of 
the Crown of England to Him and his 
Heirs and exhorted all Chrittian Princes 
to lend their Affiftance towards fo picus 
an Undertaking. Philip, who greedily 
accepted of this Commuffion, made vatt 
Preparations to get Poilicifion of his mew 
Kingdom , and Fehn was no l\cfs indu- 
ftrious to Defend it. But when the 
Scheme was ready for Execution, a Le- 
fate arrived in England, to reprefent to 
the King the Danget He was in, from 
his own Stbjetis, as well as the Frenct, 
and to offer the Pope's ProteGion, in 
Cafe He would Submit to the Church, 
The King Ragger’d ac firft, but was ac 
laft induced to comply ; in Confequence 
of which He refign'’d his Crown ar the 
Legate’s Feet, acknowledged Mimfelf 2 
Vaffal of the holy See, did tiomage, to 
the Legate; and bound himscif and Suc- 
ceflors, t» pay 1000 Maré ar, on 
Pain of forfeiting their Fig't to the 
Crown. On which, the Legate was 
gracioufly pleafed to reitore the Crows 
and Scepter, which he hed kept tive 
Days; and Card. Landon, now received 
as Archhp of Canterbury, gave tiie King 
Abfolutioi, upon renewing his Oath of 
Obedience to the Pope. But as the Na- 
tion continued under an Interdi(?, and 
the Barens had enter'd isto 4 Conte<de- 
racy for theSupport of their Liberties, Inxo- 
cent took an Advantage from thefe Cen- 
tentions to ftrengthen his mew-acquir’d 
Sovereignty, by obliging the King to 
refign his Crown a 2d Time, in a more 
folemn Manner; and having made Ke- 
ftitution cto the Clergy, according to the 
ee Direétion, the Jnterdiéf was taken 
off the Kingdom, after it had lafted 
fix Tears.

fcandalous Tranfaétions, vo thew that the 
Tyranny of the Church of Ronie was 
now grown ro the urmolt Extravagance , 
no Wonder from henceforth She thouid 
treat Exgland as a Pycvince, of conquer- 
ed Country, and lay what Contribu ions 


G upon it She thought fir. Accordingly, 


in the next weak Reign, of Henry ill. 
both Clergy, and People, groan’d under 
grievous Oppreffions, in which the Lopes 
were abeited by the King. 

Bui the Weight of thefe Burihens erew 
fo intelerabie at laft, that the Peupit be- 


yy Sn to complain very lowly agai: ft 


them; and the different Chara@ter of 
Eaward }. from That of his kather and 
Grandiather, gave them fome Hopes of 
Reher. They were not deceived, fir ic 
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being reprefenred toHim, that their Grie- 
vances arofe principally from the Riches 
of the Clergy, which were daily increa- 
fing, without being fubject to Alienation , 
whereby all the Lands of the Kingdom 
mutt, fall into their Hands; He fum- 
mon’d a Parliament, and to the great 
Joy of the Nation got a Law pafs'd for 
the Reformation of this Abufe, by pro- 
hibiting all Perfons to difpofe of their 
Eftates to Soczeties, that never die, with- 
out the King’s Confenet. This was call’d 
the Statute of Mortmain, as it was jn- 
tended to prevent Fftates trom falling 
into dead Hands, and gave a fatal Blow 
to the Power of the Pope, and Clergy, 
whofe Interefts were generally united, 
tho’ the /atter finarted fometimes under 
the Rod of /piritual Tyranny, as well as 
the Layety. 

Had Edward II. trod in the Steps of his Fa- 
ther, He might have gone a great Way to- 
wards throwing off this galling Yoke ; for the 
vigorous Refolutions of feveral Parliaments, 
in his Reign, are fufficient to fhew how much 
the Nation was difpofed to it. But as He 
fuffered Himfelf to be govern’d by a Succeffion 
of vile and odious Favonrites, He was obliged 
to fly to the Conrt of Rome for Proteétion a- 
gain his Subjedts. 

In the gdorious Reign of his Son Edward 
III. the Parliament apply’d Themtelves in 
good Earneft to redrefs thefe Grievances by 
the Statute of Provifors and Pramunire as 
mention’d before, but Court uf Rome, payin 
no Regard to Aas of Parliament oleae 
their Ufurpation; infomuch that, a very tharp 
Memorial was pretented to the Parliament, 
fetting forth the Extortions of the Pope ; in 
which, amongft other Things, itis faid, that 
his Avarice was worfe than the Plagne; and 
that unlcfs fone effediual Stop was put to thefe 
Oppreffions, Fnaland would foon be involved 
in a State of abject Slavery. This produced 
a Sort of Agreement hetween the King and 
the Pope, for the prefent; but both of Them 
dying foon after, the fucceeding Popes did not 
think Themfelves bound by Grepory’s Engages 
ments. However, the People’s kyes began 
now tobe opened 5 and Wickliffe, a pearing 
abouc this Time, not only met > ich Abum 
dance of Follawers in the Univerfity of Ox- 
ford, but Proteétion from feveral great Men 
at Court, againft the Perfecution of the Pope 
and the Bifhop of London. 

Richard Ul. gave the Bifhops a Power to 
imprifou Hercticks, but the Parliament {oon 
obliged Him to revoke his Grant, as deftruc- 
tive to the Liberties of the Subject, and en- 
tered into other vigorous Meafures ayainft the 
Ufurpations of the Pope 5 for, 

1. They made a Law, declaring all foreign 
Ecclefiaflicks incapable of holding any Bene- 
fices in England; and, Prohibiting the King’s 
Subjséts to farm any ‘Bevefice, conferr’d upon

Aliens by the Court of Bone. They like- 
wife petitioned the King to banifh all Fo. 
reigners, and to feize the Profits of their Ba 
nefices ; with which He thought fit to comply. 

aly, They confirm’d and enlarg’d che Sta- 


A tutes of Provifors and Premunire; and though 
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a Nunsio, fent into England threatened the 
Parliament with Extremities, if They did 
not repeal ghefe Statues, his Menaces had no 
k ftect. 

And the Clergy were forbidden, under 
great Penalties, to pay a Tax, the Pope had 
impos’d upon Them, 
hus flood our ecclefiafical Affairs, when 
Richard 11, was depos’d ; but the Caufe of 
Liberty ran very faft back again, under Henry 
TV. who, coming to the Crown witha dif- 
puted Ticle, found it neceffary ro court the 
Affeétions of the Clergy. He began his Reign 
with affuring Them of his Proteétion in a// 
their Immunities, and offering to join with 
Them in any Meafures for the Extirpation of 
Herefy. He conniv’d at the Breich of the 
Pramunire A&t, and got one pafi’d for the 
burning of Kereticks. 

This was the firff Law, that infli&ed ca- 
pital Punithments upon Herefy, or Opinions 
{0 called ; and it was thought of fo much Con- 
fequence to the Cleryy, that They immediate- 
ly got a Precedent upon it, by condemning 
one Sawtre, as a Lollard, or Wickliffice, and 
burning Him alive. 

However, the new Doéfrine, had gained fa 
much Strength, that the Majority of the 
Honfe of Commons prefented feveral Petitions 
to the Kémy, in Favour of the Lojlards, and 
againft the Abufes of the Clergy; but what 
ever the King’s fecret Opinion might be, as 
to thefe Matters, his conttant Jealoufy of 
Defigns againft Him, and the Fear of lofing 
his Crown, prevail’d upon Him to efpoufe the 
Caufe of the Clergy, and reject the Petitions 
of the Commons, in 2n imperious Manner, 

His Son, Henry V. who was a Prince of a 
different Complexion, fhew?d a favourable 
Difpofition at firft towards the Wickliffites, but 
the Cleryy {pared no Pains to infpire Him wit! 
different Sentiments, perfuading Him that the 
Lollards are Enemies to his Govirnment, an: 
in a Confpiracy againf? his Life. A privat 
Meeting, which the Wicklifites held con- 
trary to a Proclamation, furnifhed the Chrp 
with a fine Opportunity for their Purpof 
and the Death of Sir Yohn Oldcaftle, Lor 
Cobham, who was coniemn’d and burnt | 
Herefy, at the Inftization of the Clergy wi 
bean eternal Blemifh on his Memory. Bur, 
as Henry V. had form’d a Defign of cer: 
quering France, it was neceffary for him 1: 
keep well with the Cleryy. However, } 
did not fuffer Them to go on very fai 
their Prefecutions; and gave the Pooe {or 
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H Mortification, by fuppreiling the aliea Prit 


ries, without asking his Confent, and pre 
biting: any Ecclefiaftichs to be admitted int. 
Benefices, upon the Pope’s Provifions. 

dhe Temper of Henry VI, might zive + 
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Wlergy Hopes of grea Advantages in his Reign 
But Thofe, who managed his Affairs, both 
during his Minority and afterwards, were 
Men of a diflerent Charaéter. In this Reign, 
the Clergy were forbidden to pay an ¢xtraordi- 
nary Tax, which Pope Nicholas V. had de- 
matided of them. 

Edward \V. being advanced to the Throne 
@uring the Life of Henry VI. cultivated the 
Intereft of the Clergy, by making thema 
Conceffion, which They had long fought that 
all ecclefia#ical Perfons fhould be try'd only 
in the ecclefiaftical Court; and that the 
King’s Fudges fhou'd have nothing to do with 
Them. By this Charter, He broke thro’ the 
Statutes of Provifors and Pramunire, which 
feveral Parliaments had enacted, in order to 
reduce the Pope’s ufurp’d Authority, and 
fereen’d the Clergy from the Penaltirs inflic- 
ted by them. But this was done without any 
Parliamentary Axtkority, and was not binding 
in Law. Befides, having made Them eafy in 
this great Point, by an AG of Power, He 
did not think fit to indulge ‘Them in the Spirit 
of perfecuting otbers ; and indeed his whole 
Reign was fo much troubled with civil Wars, 
as well as Thefe of his Succeffors, till the 
Union of the two Rofes, that the Affairs of 
the Church lay dormant, during that Time. and 

Henry, Vil. was fo fully intent on his two 
favourate Points, of fecuring tht Crown to 
bis Family, and heaping up, Riches, thit 
He took all poffible Cate not to difgut eci- 
ther the People, or the Clergy. 

But ‘I muft obferve, that the People of 
Bngland and all Europe, had for a !ong Time 
been extreemly defirous of a Reformation in 
the Church, with regard to the Oppreffions of 
the Popes and the Clergy, in the Point of 
Power and Riches ; nay, moft of our Kings, 
fince the Congueft, have contefled this Poim 
with the Church of Rome, upon particular 
Occafions. But Rapin obferves very well, 
(Vol. iv. p. 439) that in thefe Contefts the 
Popes had great Advantages. Every Pope con- 
fiantly adhered tothe fame Mexims, without 
the leaft Variation. But it was not fo with the 
Kings of England ; who to pleafe their Fancy, 
or gratify their Paffions, ferupled not to act 
very often in Derogation tothe Prerogatives 
of the Crown. They mrade Religion fubier- 
vient totheir Intereft. When ‘They imagin’d 
They ftood in Need of the Clergy, They found 
Ways and Means enough to evade the People’s 
Demands. But when the Par/tament’s goed 
Will was requifite, ‘They aflented to fueb 
Statetes as ferved to curb the Encroachments 
of the Pepe and the Clergy. 

Howewer Bp Burnes takes notice, in his In- 
troduthon to the Hiftory of the Refirmation, 
that the Kings of ‘Englend had referv’d to 
Themfelves the Power of promoting to ecc/e- 
‘fiaftical Benefices, notwithftanding. aff the 
Invafione the Pope had made on the temporal 
Power of Rrinns. And the ‘Time was now 
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come, for the intire Deflru@iion of the Ter-" 


poral Authority of the Ch. of Rome in England. 

I thall not enter into the Difpute now on 
Foot, between the Advocates for the Cedex 
and their Oppofers, but will only obferve, that 
every Kind of Power, had been ex- 
ercis'd at any Time heretofore, in this King- 
dom, bythe Bifoop of Rome, was then 
intirely refumed to the Crown, and given 
back again to the Reformed Clergy, in fuck 
Degrees as the fupreme Head thought fit to 
delegate it 

As to the fpiritual Part of Religion, or 
what relates meerly to Agticles of Faith, it 
is no Wonder that the Struggles for Liberty, 
in this Particular, did not keep pace with the 
other ; for common Feeling will make the moft 
ignorant People in the World fenfible of tem- 
poral Oppreffions, ard common Senfe will foon 
teach Them that fuch Proceedings are not a- 
greeable tothe gentle Spirie of the Gofpel. 
But the Cafe is vaftly different in Pornes 
which are declared to be above buman Compre- 
benfions, where Faith only isto be exercis'd. 
Here is a iarge Field for Impofture, and the 
Experience of all Ages thews Us that Errors 
of this Sort ave the moft difficult of all others 
to be rooted out. Let us apply this Obfervation 
to the Cafe before Us. 

It hath already been obferved, thattheSaxons 
were originally a very fuperfitious People, 
and capable of imbibing any Opfnions, that 
were artfully recommended to Them, under 
the folemn Pretence of Religion. For this 
Reafon We read of no Se&s, or Bodies of 
People who elaim‘’d a Liberty to diffent from 
the efablifh’d form of Waorfhip, tor feveral 
Ages after the Conguef, till the Wickliffites ; 
who feparated from the Communion of the 
eftablifbed Church, and inftituted a different 
Form of religioasW or/hip among ftThemfelves. 

But it ought to be remember'd that the 
Doétrines of Wiekliffe were of a twofold Na- 
ture, and extepded to Sprritaa/s. as well as 
Temporals. He judged extremely right, that 
it would be [mpoffible to reform the dorinal 
Part of Religion, without reducing the ex- 
orbitant Power of the Clurch ; which a cer- 
ain eminent Pre/ate, ftill living, once call’d 
the only infupportable Ving in Popery. As 
to the Hierarchy, He was foon back’d with ie 
many Followers, that Rapz» tells us that tzv9 
Men could not be found together, (in the 
Reign of Richard il.) one of whom was nota 
Lollard; and that in the Keizns ju before 
the Refor mation,the Nation was generallyW ick - 
Iiffite astotbis Point, The Parliaments, the 
Kings, and even fome of the Bifheps, concurr'd 
with Them in it. But the Cafe was not fo, 
in the other Refpef, concerning Spir 
or Articles of Feith; though Wickliffe had 
agreat many Followers in doth, This D.i- 
tinétion, adds Rapin, may ferve to account 
for divers Proceedings of the Pag/iaments, in 
the Beginning of the rsthCentury, which feem 
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to be contrary one to another. Sometimes 
"They were feen to {peak and a& like Lollards, 
demanding with great Earneftnefs that the 
Clergy thould be ftript of their Risbes ; and 


femetimes They condemn’d thefe fame Lol= 4 


lards to the Flames, when They confider’d 
Them as Innovators in the Doétrines of the 
Church ; the Clergy knew very well how to 
make their Advantage of the Ambiguity of 
that Term; for tho’ the Tenetsof the Lol- 
lards, concerning the Corruptions and Abyfes 
of the Church, gave the Clergy moft Offence, 
They were always profecuted for maintaining 
novel Opinions, contrary to the fundamental 
Articles of Faith. 

It is well known that Sohn Hwfs and 
“terome of Prague were burnt at Conflance, as 
Followess of Wickliffe ; tho’ They were only 
fo, with Relation to the Power of the Bhurch, 
and feem to have been very orthodox in Mat- 


ters of Beligf. Yet they were condemn’d for © 


heretical Opinions, contrary to their own De- 
clar ation, and the Knowledge of their Judges. 

The Cafe was much the fame in Eng/and, 
before the Reformation ; and, even after it, 
Herefy met with but jittle better Quarter, 
during the Reign of Henry VIII. who was 
Himfelf a Bigot to the o/d Religion, and. per- 


haps Cranmer might be fo too, in feme Points; D 


The Truth is the Pesp/e themfelves were 
not fufficiently prepar’d for a Reforma- 
tion, in Point of Doéfrine and Faith, even 
after the Revival of Learning. Their old 
Prejudices ftuck by Them, and couJd not be 
eradicated without much Time and Trouble. 
Thisis the Reafon why our Reformers pro- 
ceeded fo gradually. in the Reigns of Edw VI. .. 
and Q. Elizabeth, The Ganerality of the 
People were (till Pepifts, in their Hearts, and 
could not be eafily brought to part with Opi- 
nions, in which They had been educated. Nor 
do I find that Tbofe, who have equally re- 
noune’d the Errors of Popery, are even yet in 
any Difpofition to agree among Themfeives, 
in Matters of Faith and Wurfbip ; and, in all 
Probabitity, They never will. k 
As for the Perfecuticns, fince the Refor- 
maticn, They have fprung chiefly from a po- 
litical more than a religious Root ; and fince 
all Parties have been guilty of them, in their 
Turns, none of Them can upbraid the Ref. 
To conclude, It appears then, from this Re- 
view of our Hiflory, that the Religious S/a- 


wery of our Anceflors was fo far from being G 


owing to any Defeé, or Iniguity in our an- 
tient Conftitution, thateven Cériftianity itfelf 
was not originally a Part of it 5 that it was 
eftablithsd here, ar firft, in one of the darke# 
Ages of the World, when the Church of Rome 
had carrupted moft Parts of Europe, and a- 
mongft a fuperflitious, unlearned People, who 


could not diftinguifh the Dro/s from Go/d ; but H 


that the Popes have been a!moft conftantly 
cjyos’d, in their temporal Ufurpations, by 


the Parliaments of England, and even by 
moft of our be/t Kings, whe did not ftand in 
fore particular Need of their Affiftance ; that 
at Length, after various Struggles, this /o- 
reign Yoke was intirely thaken off, and the fu- 
preme Power, in ecclefiaftical as wellas civil 
Matters, lodg’d in proper Hands. 

It muft be confefs’d that our Reformation, in 
dc&rinal Points, did not go Handin Hard 
with the other ; This muft be imputed ta the 
extreme Ignorance of feveral Ayes after the 
Congueft, as well as before, and ta the Bigotry 
of the People, who, were fo far from claiming 
a Live of Confcience, or of diffenting from 
the cflablifheg Form of Worfhip, that They 
could not be woan’d from it without the ut- 
mott Difficulty. 

And bere I muft obferve that the prefent 
Enquiry ferves to confirm what hath been for- 
merly faid, concerning our eivil Conftitution, 
which ftiuggled fo gloricufly, and at laft f 
fucce'sfully, for eccelefiaftical Liberty, as We 
enjoy it et pretent. 

Mrs Osborne complains that this Part of cur 
Confritution is ftill inferiour to the other 
which the afferts ta be now in its full Perf -c- 
tion. (Sea Vol. 5. 2, 538G.) [ have the Mit 
fortune to diff:r from Her in this, as well! as 
in fevera] other Particulars , and think my- 
felf able to point out as many Deteé&s in one, 
as fhe can Inthe ofder ; but fuppofing Her in 
the Rigbt, and myfelf in the Wrong, it wilt 
follow from hes own Pofition, that the elo. 
rious Work of the Revolution is nor yet coffe 
pleated, if ¢elign’d to make our Conftitu- 
tion intirely perfect, both in Church and State. 

Having had frequent Occafion to make Ufe 
of Rapin’s Hitlory, in the Cou fe of thefe Pa- 
pers, 1 muft not pals over a late Refle& on up- 
on that 4ethor, whom Mr Wal finghaam calls 
tthe Dutvest of Dutt Wrirers, Had 
not this Cenfure come from the brighte of 
bright Wits, 1 fhould have been fomewhat 
furprized at it; for 1 may venture to affirm 
that xo Hiflorian was ever fo univerfally read, 


" by all Degrees cf People, in this Kingdom ; 


which fs ftrauge, if He deferves the Charafter 
Mr Walfingham hath given Him. , 

But 1 muft acqua nt this bypercritical Gen- 
tleman, that it is not Rapin alone, upon whom 
I build, but the Authorirres He quotes: and 
the Concurrence of other Hiflorians whom | 
have cenfultet, upon the fame Subjedt. 

Here, perhaps, Mys Osborne will come in 
to the Sguire’s Aid, end cry out, what fignily 
a'l the Authorities of | Monks, Fryars, and 
other Tale Tellers ?-----Good lackaday! who 
would have ever thought that Dame Osborne 
fhould be fo fevere upon Tale Tel'ers P----- 
Bur, with her Leave, where there are 20 other 
Authoriti+s, We muft have Rec urfle to Thim, 
as all our Hiftorians have had before ; and, in 
the prefcnt Cafe, their Autdority is far from

being of no Weight, for every Body knows 
how partial They be in their own Caufe; 
and We may be affur’d that whatever They 
fay of Church Affairs is not ftrain’d in Fa- 
vour of the Layety.

And Mr Rapin Himfelf obferve:, in the 
fame Volume, that this Queftion hath been 
itarted only to gratify fuch of the Kingt, as 
have endeavoured to ftretch the royal Prero- 
gative beyond its due Bounds.

Remarks on Mr D’Anvers's foregoing Ac. 
count of our antient Conftitution. 


Should not (fays Mr Osborne) have 
taken Notice of fo fenfele{s a Col- 
le¢tion of Hiftorical Scraps; but for the 
Sake of delivering fome ufeful Truths. 
The Original of our Difpute was, that 
Mr D'Anvers took it into his Head to fet 
up the ancient Conftitution, as prefer- 
abie to that fince rhe Revolution; and fo, 
under a Pretence of Whiggifm and Libey- 
ty, has heen doing the dirty Work cf all 
the Frcobites and Papiffs through- 
out the Kingdom. This was the Reafon 
of my entering into the Debate : It was 
to vindicate the Revolution: Which has 
been done to the Satisfaction of all im- 
partial Men; who, tho’ againit the Mi- 
niftry, give the Caufe entirely againit 
Mr D’Anvers. But, tho’ he has been 
fairly beaten ont of the Field by dint of 
Fatt and Reafon, yet he is fo infentible 
to al) Convidtion, that he will go on, and 
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call me into the Field once more, tho’ 
it be only to beat him over again. F 
will do it: And, firft, to confider what he 
has advanced concerning the Caufes of 
our ancient Bigotry and Slavery in Ec- 
clefiaftical Matters: 1 fay, they were 
owing to the Defect or Iniquity of the 
ancient Conftitution in Church and State : 
to unjuf Laws; and, that our Forefa- 
thers were Bigots, becaufe they were 
Slaves. No fuch Matter, fays Mr D’An- 
vers 5 our ancient Bigotry was owing to 
the general Ignorance of the Times, and 
not to the Defect or Iniguity of the Con- 
ftitution. But what was this general 
Ignorance owing to? Ay, that's the Que- 
ftion, which Mr D’Anvers has an admi- 
rable Anfwer to: General Ignorance (fays 
he) was owing to the very iow Ebb to 
which Learning was teduced by the Ra- 
vages of the Goths, and the Northern In- 
vaders. So then, General Ignorance was 
the Caufe of ancient Bigotry and Slave- 
ry ; and, want of Learning was the Caufe 
of general Ignorance ; that is, general J7- 
novance begot general Ignorance, and ge- 
neral Ipnorance begot Bigotry and Slavery. 

This is the Sum and Subitance of ail 
Mr D’Anvers's Reafoning againit my Af- 
fertion, that our Forefathers were S\aves 
in Principle or Faith, becaufe they were 
Slaves by Law or Power. 

The Truth is, the Clergy of thofe'Times 
took infinite Pains to put out the Eyes of 


, allthe World: Men were born wich Eyes; 


but they would not fuffer them to fee with 
them: And they began very early to fcat- 
ter this /piritual Darknefs over the Face 
of the Larth, even as foon as they got 
Power under the Chriftian Empevors ; 
for the Philofopbers under the Reigns of 
the Pagin Emperors, having tidiculed the 
monttrous abfurd Doétrines of the Cler- 
fy, peov’d very fatal to their tyrannical 
Views ; and afterwards, under the Chri- 
san Emperors, continuing to expofe 
them to the Contempt and Hared of all 
wife and bonef? Men, they conceived fuch 
an implacable Avertion to all Pkilofophys 
Learning and Reajoning, that they not 
only infuled the fame into their Auditors, 
but alfo removed out of the Schools all 
the Pagan Authors, under Pretence that 
it mutt be very finful in Coriffians torcad 
fuch Rooks as were every where filled 
with the Names of Pagan Idels: To this 
End, they related a Story concerning Se 
Ferom, that he was whipped, in a Vili- 
on, with Rods, by Angels, becaufe he 
trequently uled to read the Works of 
Cicero, gid, about the Year 400, the

For this Reafon, We find that moit 
of our Kings have afcended the Throne 
amidft the general Acclamations of their 
People, who are always ready to flatter 
themfelves with the Profpeé of happy 
‘Times under a mew Reign, and never 
Withdraw their good Opinion, till they 


a ragged Mob to huzza him, when he 
goes abroad, and imitate the voluntary 
Acclamations of a joyful Multitude. He 
will likewife get his Levee crouded with 
another Mob of Mercenaries, in fine 
Cloaths, to cringe, fawn, and flatter, ac- 
cording to antient Cuftom. But he would

So that however the Cares and Anxicties 
attending a Crown may furnifh oets and 
Orators with Topicks for Peclamation, 
they are not of fo burthenfome a Nature, 
except upon extraordinary Occafions. 
To what therefore can it be owing that 
the Reigns of fo many of our Kings have 
been inglorious, and even fatal to them- 
felves? if we may give Credit to Hifto- 
sy, it evidently proceeds from one of 
thefe Caufes; either from the ill Detigns 
of the Prince himfelf, againit the Liber- 
ties of his Subjeéts,; or from fuffering 


himfelf, was only meer Form and Gri- 
mace, were it poflible for him to fee 
what pafles in the minifterial Cabinet. 
Befides the common Herd cf Placemen, 
Penfioners Projectors, Informers, and other 
Levee-Hunters, he might fee oxe Man 
bargaining for the Deputy Command of 
the Army; another for the Sub-Intendency 
of the Fleet; and a third for the Pillage 
of a Province, or a Colony.

To thefe would fucceed a Train of 
inferior Votaries ; {ome ready to profti- 
tute their own Confciences, in Confidera- 
tion of Places or Penfions for their Sons, 
Relations, and Baftards , ot themfelves.

The /aft of thefe is of much the _, Performance of his Promife, for having 


facrific'd a Wife, a Siffer, ora Daughter 
to his Pleafures ; and another, a Reward, 
for doing him the good Office to lye with 
her in fhort, there would appear a 
compleat Scene of Yobbing, Quartering, 
Corruption, Venality and Proftttution, of 
ali Kinds, and in every Shape.

Sums of Money are required for fecret 
Services, it behoves a Prince, to examine 
why his Government cannot be carried 
on without fuch Methods, which have 
always been attended with Complaints, 
and fometimes with fatal Confequences.

3. Alf, when Men of ungueffion'd F could have fo long efcap'd the Sagacity 


Worth and Fidelity throw up great Pofts, 
without any declared Motive; and others, 
of the fame Rank, are induced to accept 
of them with a vifible Relu@ancy. 

4. When moft of the Countzes, Cities 
and great trading Towns return Members 
to Parliament, in Oppofition to thofe fet 
up and fupported by Court-Intereft, if 
nothing elfe; it is a ftrong Indication 
thatthe Minéfter is not lik’din thofe Places.

Iam aware thatthe grave MrsOsborne, 
will ferioufly obje&, that this Army not 
being alive, cannot be ufeful, and that 
the more lively and ingenious Mr Wal- 
fingham may infinuate, that a Waxen 
Army is not likely to ftand Fire well. 

To the Lady, I anfwer thus before- 
hand, that if, inthe late Times of War, 
our prefent Army has been of no more 
Ule, than a Waxen one, a Waxen one 
will now, in Time of Peace, be as ufe- 
ful as they: as to any other Reafons, 
fhe or her whole Sex may have, for pre- 
ferring a live ftanding Army, to this, 
they are Confiderations of a private 
Nature, and muft not weigh againft fo 
publick a Good. 

To the pleafant ’Squire I reply, that 
this Army will ftand its own Fire very 
well, which is al! that feems requifite. 

But give me Leave to fay too, that an 
Army thus confticuted wili be very far 
from being without its Terror; and will 
doubriefS ftrike all the Fear that is con- 
filtent with the Liberties of a free People. 

Our Britifh Monarchs in the Tower are 
mever beheld but with the profoundeft 
Reverence, and that bold and manly Re- 
prefentation of Henry VIII. never fails to 
raife the ttrongeft Images of one Kind or 
another in its Beholders of both Sexes. 
Such is the Force of divine Right, tho’ 
but in Wax, on the Minds of all good 
and loyal Subjeéts. 

My Readers will obferve, I only pro- 
pofe a Reduétion of the private Men, for 
I would by no Means touch the Com- 
miflions of the Officers. They are all in 
Parliament, and I mizht, by propofing to 
deprive them of their Commiflions; be 
fifpeéted of Political Views, which 1 F 
Proteft I have nor; { would therefore de- 
fire that the prefent Set of Officers may 
keep the Keys to wind up their feveral 
Regiments, Troops or Companies, and 
that a Mafter-Key of the whole Army 
be lodged in the Hands of the General 
in Chief, or in Default of fuch, in the 
Hands of the Prime Minifter. 

From my fecond Poftulatum, that the 
prefent Army is expentive, #2. further 
Advantages of my Scheme will appear. 

Here will be onty the Prime Coft, 
and I queftion whetifer that will exceed 
the Price of live Men of the Height, 
Proportion, and tremendous Atpects, 
that I propofe thefe fhould be of. But 
the annual Saving wiil be fo contiderable, 
that I appeal rocvery fenfible& impartial 
Man in the King lom, if he docs not fin»

cerely think this Nation would have 
heen now much more flourifhing and 
powerful, if for thefe 20 Years pait we 
had had no other Army. 

Another confiderable Advantage con- 
fifts in the great Convenience with which 
thefe Men will be quartered in the Coun- 
tries ; where, far from being an Oppref- 
fion to the Publick Houfes, they will be 
a genteel Decoration to them; and in- 
ftead of being infli&ted as a Punifhment, 
will probably be granted as a Favour to 
fuch Innkeepers as are the moft in the 
intereft of che Adminiftration, and that 
too poflibly with an exclufive Privilege 
of fhowing them. So that I queftion 
whether a certain great City may not be 
eloquently threatned with having no 
Troops at all. 

As I am never for catrying any Proje& 
too far, I would, for certain Reafons, not 
extend this, at prefent, to Gibraltar ; but 
would leave the Garrifon there alive as 
long as it can keep fo. 

Let no Body put the Facobite upon me, 
and fay, I am paving the Way for the 
Pretender, by disbanding this Army; 
that Argument is worn threadbare ;_be- 
fides, let thofe take the Facobite to them- 
felyes who would exchange the AffeGtions 
of rhe People for the fallacious Security 
of an unpopular ftanding Army. 

But as I know 1 am fufpeéted by fome 
People to be no Friend to the prefent 
Miniftry, L would moft carefully avoid 
inferring any thing in this Project, that 
might look like a Defign to deprive them 
of any of the neceflary Means of carry- 
ing on the Government ; I have declared, 
that I did not propofe to affeé& the Com- 
miffions of any of the Officers, tho’ a 
very great Saving would arife to the 
Publick thereby. And 1 would further 
provide, that in the disbanding of the 

refent Army, an exa& Account fhould 

a taken of every Soldier's Right of 
voting In Eleétions, and where, and that 
the like Number of Votes, and for the 
fame Places, fhall be referved to every 
Regiment, ‘Troop or Company, in as 
free and uninfluenced aManner, as hath at 
any Time been practifed within thefe 
jaft 29 Years.

Remarks on the Plain Account of the Nature 
and End of the Sacrament, &c. 


. ; ‘HE reputed Author of this Trea- 
tife, is @ Man of high Rank in 
the Church, and highly thoughe of by 
many in regard both to intelleétual and 
moral Endowments: But the Tvee is bef? 
known by its Fruits. 1 obferve that its 
Main Drift is to magnify its Author, as 
the only writer upon the Subje& fince 
the Days of the Apoftles, and that it is, 
notwithitanding a thorough Piece of In- 
confiftency and {elf Contradittion. 
he Doétrine he lays down is, that 
“ Chriftians are to take their Notions 
of this Duty from the Paflages of the 
New —. relating to it, and from 
them alone; becaufe they are the origé- 
mal Accounts of it, and the only authen- 
tick Declarations concerning it.” Af- 
ter which he proceeds to explain thefe 
Paflages, He labours to confute the In- 
terpretation of them given by other 
Writers, and to fet up the Senfe in 
which he underftands them as the only 
true one. What is the plain Evelifp of 
this; bur that, in order to take our No- 
tions of the Lord’s Supper from the 
New Teftament only, as we are bound 
to do, we are not to regard any Evpli- 
cations of it, but his own? as if he faid: 
“¢ Good Chriftian Peopie ! in order to be 
rightly inform’d of the Nature and End 
ot the Lord’s Supper, and to prevent a- 
ny Superftision and Uneafinets in regard 
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aho lived 100, OF 530, or 1000 Tears 
fince the Time in which they were writ- 
ten (p. 23.) bue ye muft mind only the 
Accounts themfelves. Wowever, ye may 
regard my Explication of them; for 
mine is verily truc, and ye may depend 
upon it as fuch. If ye are guided by o- 
ther Writers, ye will be mifled, by rea- 
fon of the various Opinions and the flrong 
Imaginations of thofe Writers, who have 
been continually going on to comment and 
enlarge upon this Subject, p. 8, but if ye 
are guided by me, ye canaot err, for my 
Senfe of Scripture is real Scripture ; 
therefore, I fay to you, have recourfe to 
the original Accounts of the Sacrament, 
as interpreted by me.” 

If he had faid plainly, that the Senfe 
of Scripture in Relation to the Sacra- 
ment, had, in his Opinion, been mifap- 
prehended by many Writers, to the Pre- 
judice of honeft Chrittians; and that 
therefore he offered his Senfe of it to 
the Publick, as a Remedy to this Evil; 
this would have been fair Dealing ; with 
re{peé& co honeft Chriftians, whofe Be- 
nefit he intended. But to affert over and 
over, that we are to regard Scripture 
only, and not what any Writers have faid 
fince the Time of the Evangcliits and 
Apofiles; and then to fet before them his 
own Comments on Scripture, and his 
own Notions drawn from it, as their 
Rule to go by, is, an Injury to his ho- 
neft Chriftians, whofe Good he has fo 
much at Heart, as impofing upon them 
his particular Sentiments for the very 
Accounrs of the in{pired Writers. 

It is certain, that, with refpe& to the 
Sacrament, as well as to other Chriftian 
Duties, we are’to be guided only by 
Scripture: But then it is equally certain, 
that, in order to be guided by Jr, we muft 
ufe all the proper Means to underftand 
it rightly. Among which, the Senfe of 
the more ancient Fathers is a prime 
Help, and the Judgment of eminent Men 
in ficceeding Ages is proportionably 
confiderable ; therefore the obferving the 
Notions they had of this Duty, and the 


H Do@trinesthey taught concerning it,which 


they grounded on Scripture, is one pro- 
per Mean to know its true Senfe, and 
confequently, to be guided by it. Bur 
this Point is entirely pafled over by our 
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Author. He calls upon Chriftians again 
and again, toregard Scripture only; and 
inftead of obferving how ufetul ic is to 
that End, to regard the Sentiments of

it for fome Years, in obedience to their

Tickling the Ear, a Chinefe Pleafure. 


, / HE Force of Habit and Education 


makes us look with Aftonifhment up- 

on all Cufioms, that are normal 
different from our own, we hardly allow 
thofe Nations to be of the fame Nature with 
ourfelves, that are unlike us in their Man- 
ners: whereas upon a ftri¢ét Examination, we 
fhall often find, that thofe Cuftoms which at 
firft View feem the moft different from our 
own, have in Reality a great Analogy & them. 

What fuggetied this Thought to me, was 
an Account a Gentleman, lately return’d 
from China, gave, to a Company I was in, 
that the tickling of the Ears, was one of the 
moft exquifite Senfations known in China, and 
that the Delight adminifter’>d to the whole 
Frame, thro’ this Organ, could by a skillful 
Tickler, be rais’d to whatever Degree of kx- 
tafy the Patient fhould defire. 

The Company was ftruck with this No- 
velty, and the Account coming from fo far 
as Chinay rais’d their Curiofity, and open’d a 
large Field for pertinent Queftions. Among 
others, the Gentleman was ask’d, whether 
the Chinefe Kars and Fingers had the leaft 
Refemblance to ours; to which having an- 
fwer'd in the Affirmative, he went on thus : 

“ This Pleafure, ftrange as it may feem to 
you, isin China reckon’d almoft equal to any 
that the Senfes afford. There is not an Ear 
in the whole Country untickl’d; the Tick- 
Jers have in their turn, others who tickle 
them; except fome few unhappy enough, 
Not to find Ticklers, or fome Tick lers clumfy 
enough not to find Bufinefs; but thefe com- 
fort themfelves with Self-Titillation. 

This Profeffion, is one of the moft lucra- 
tive and confiderable in China, the moft e- 
minent Performers, being either handfomely 
requited in Money, or Aili better rewarded by 
the Credit and Influence with the Party 
tiskled, 
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_ The Emperor, as in Juftice he ought, en- 
joys this Pleafure in its higheft Perfeétion, 
and all the confiderable People contend for 
this Employment 5 the Perfon who tucceeds 
beft in it, being always firft Favourite and 
chief Difpenfer of his Imperiai Power. The 
principal Mandarines are allow’d to try their 
Hands on his Majefty’s facred Ears, and ac~ 
cording to their Dexterity, commonly rife to 
the Pofts of Firft Minifters. His Wives too, 
are admitted to try their Skill, and fhe who 
has him by the Ear, is reckon’d to have the 
fureft Hold. His prefent Imperial Majefty’s 
Ears, as J am informed, are by no Means of 
a delicate Texture, confequently not quick of 
Senfation, fo that it has prov’d extremely dif- 
ficult to nick the Tone of them, the fineft 
Hands have utterly fail’d, and many have mif- 
carried, who from either Fear or Refpeét, did 
not treat the Royal Ears fo roughly as was ne- 
cefiary. He began his Reign, under the Hands 
of a bungling Operator, for hisClumfinef foon 
difmified, he was afterwards attempted by a 
more skilful Tickler, who fometimes fail’d too, 
and not being able to hit the Humour of his 
Majefty’s Fars, his own have fuifer’d for it. 

In this Diftrefi, while Majefty labour’d un- 
der Privation of auricular Joys, the Emprefs, 
who by frequent little Trials, judg’d pretty 
well of the Texture of the Royal Kar, refoly- 
ed to undertake it, and fuccecded perfeétly, 
by Means of a much ftronger Fiétion, than o- 
thers durft attempt or could imagine would 
pleafe. 

Mean Time, the skilful Mandarine, far from 
being difcourag’d, by his ill Succefs on the 
Emperor’s Ears; refolv’d to make himfelf a- 
mends, upon his Imperial Confort’s; he try’d, 
and prevail’d, he tickled her Majefty’s Ear in 
fuch Perfeétion, that as the Emperor would 
truft his Ear to none but the Emprefi, fhe 
would truft hers to none but this light-finger’d 
Mandarine, who by thefe Means attain’d to 
unbounded and uncontrol’d Power, and go- 
vern’d Ear by Ear. 

But as all Mandarines have Ear-Ticklers 
too, with the fame Degree of Intluence over 
em, andas this Mandarine was remarkable for 
his extreme Senfibility in thofe Parts, it’s hard 
to fay, from what original Titillation the Im- 
perial Power now tlows.—” 

The Company was furpriz’d at the Gentle- 
man’s Story, fome call’d it ftrange, fome very

were 
the moft defirous to believe it: I obferv’d too, 
that while the Story lafted, they were moft of 
them trying the Experiment upon their own 
Ears, but without any vifible Bffeét that f 
could perceive. 

I could fee nothing extraordinary in the 
Power which the Ear exercifed in China, 
when I confidered the extenfive Influence of 
that important Organ in Ewrope. Here, as in 
China, ’tis the Source of both Pleafure and 
Power, the Manner of applying to it is only 
diferent, Here the Titillation is Vocal, — 
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Manual, but the Effefts are the fame, and by 
the bye, Exropean Ears are not always unac- 
quainted with Manual Applications. 

To make out the Analogy between the 
Chinefe and ourfelyes in this; I will offer 
fome Inftances of the Senfibility and Preva- 
lency of the Kars of Great Britain. 

The ®Britifh Ears feem to be as greedy and 
fenfidle of Titillation, as the Chinefe, nor is 
the Profeffion of an Ear-Tickler here any 
ways inferiour, There are of three Sorts, 
the Private, the Publick, and the Self-Tickler. 
Flattery is the immediate Province of the Pri- 
vate Tickler. 

The BufinefS of a Publick Tickler, is to 
modulate his Voice, difpofe his Matter, and 
enforce his Arguments, fo as to excite a plea- 
fing Senfation in the Ears of a Number or 
Afiembly of People. This is the moft difficult 
Branch of the Profeffion; but to the few who 
excel in it, the moft lucrative. The Bar has 
at prefent few Proficients of Sort, the 
Pulpi none, the Ladder alone feems not to 
decline. 

I muft not omit one Publick Tickler of 
great Eminency, whofe Titillative Faculty 
muft be allow’d to be fingly confin’d to the 
Far, I mean the great Signor Farinelli, to 
whom fach Crowds refort, for the Extafy he 
adminifters to them thro? that Organ, and 
who fo liberally requite his Labours, that if 
he will but do ’em the Favour to ftay 2 or 
3 Years longer, and have 2 or 3 Benefits more, 
they will have nothing left, but their Ears to 
give him. 

The Self-Tickler is as unhappy as contemp= 
tible, for having none of the Talents neceflary 
for tickling of others, and confequently not 
worth being tickled by others, he is reduced 
to tickle himfelf. I know an eminent Per- 
former of this Kind, who by being nearly re- 
Jated to a skilful publick Tickler, would fet 
up for the Bufinefs himfelf, but has met with 
fuch repeated Difcouragements, that he is re- 
duced to the mortifying Refource of Self-Titi- 
lation, inwhich he commits the moft horrid 
Excefles, 

Befides the Proofs of the Influence of the 
Ear here, many of our common Phrafes, 
(whence the Genius of a People may always be 
eollegted) demonftrate, that the Ear is reck- 
on’d the principal Part of our whole Mecha- 
nilm., Ar for Inftance, 

To have the Ear of one’s Prince, is under- 
flood by every body to mean having a good 
Share of his Authority, if not the whole. 

To have the Ear of the Firft Minifter is the 
next, if not an equal Advantage; I am there- 


fore not furpriz’d, thatit fhould be fo frequent- 


ly attempted. But J muft caution the Perfon 
who would make his Fortune in this Way to 
eonfine his Attempt ftriétly to the Ear in the 
fingular Number, a Defign upon the Fars, in 
the Plural, of a Fijrft Minifier, however 
juft, being for the moft Part difficule and 
dangerous, 

To give Ear to 2 Perfon, implies giving 
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Credit, being convinc’d, and being guided by 
that Perfon. 

To lend an Ear is fomething lef, but fill 
intimates a Willingnefs and Tendency in the 
Lender to be prevailed upon by a little more 
tickling of that Part. Thus the lending of 
an Ear is a fure Prefage of Succefs to a skilful 
Tickler. For Kxample, When a fine Woman 
lends an Ear to a Lover, the thews a Difpofi- 
tion at leaft to further and future Titillation, 

To be deaf, and ftop one’s Ears, are common 

and known Expreffions to fignify a total Re« 
fufal, in which Cafe I have obferv’d the ma- 
nual Application to fucceed by a ftrong Velli- 
cation or vigorous Percuffion of the outward 
Membranes of the Ear. 
+ There cannot bea ftronger Inftance of the 
great Value fet upon thefe Parts, than the 
conftant Manner ob exgeeillag the moft ardent 
Detire People can have for any thing, by fay- 
ing, they would give their Ears for it; a Price 
fo great, that it is feldom paid or required, 
witnefs Numbers aétually wearing their Kars 
fill, wh in Juftice have long fince forfeit- 
ed them. 

Over Head and Ears would be a manifeft 
Pleonafmus (the Head being higher than the 
Fars) were not the Ears reckon’d fo much 
more valuable than all the reft of the Head, 
as to make it a true Climax. 

It were unneceflary to mention, as farther 
Proofs of the Importance and Dignity of thofe 
Organs, that pulling, boxing, or cutting off 
the Ears, are the higheft Infults, choleric 
Men of Honour can either give or receive ; 
which fhews that the Ear is the Seat of Ho 
nour as well as of Pleafure. 

Anatomifts have difcover’d, an intimate Cor- 
refpondence between the Palm of the Hand 
and the Ear. I have known previous Appli- 
cations to the Hand praétifed with Succef& 
upon very confiderable Perfons of both Sexes, 

Having thus demonftrated, that the E.r is 
the moft material Part in the whole Mechanifm 
of our Struéture, and that it is both the Sear 
and Source of Honour, Power, Pleafure and 
Pain, I cannot conclude without an earneft 
Exhortation to all my Country-folks, of what- 
foever Rank or Sex, to take the urmoft Care 
of their Ears. Guard yonr Fars, O ye Prin- 
ces, for your Power is lodg’d in your Ears, 
Guard your Ears, ye Nobles, for your Ho- 
nour lies in your Kars, Guard your Kars, ye 
Fair, if you would guard your Virtue. Ana 
guard your Ears, all my Fellow-Subjeéts,i€ 
youwould guard your Liberties and Properties,

H E happy Turn which the Affairs of 

Europe have evidently taken fince the 
End of the la{t Parliament, mutt, I am per- 
fuaded, give you all, as it does Me, the great 
ef Satisfaction. 

I acquainted you then that a Plan of Paci- 
fication, concerted between Me, and the Sates 
General of the United Prowinces, had been pro- 
pofed to the Parties engaged in the War, which 
had not the Effeét to prevent the Opening of 
the Campaign: The Armies took the Field, 
and the War was carried on in fome Parts, in 
fuch a manner, as to give very juft Apprehen- 
fions that it would unavoidably become gene- 
ral, from an abfolute neceflity of preferwing 
thatBalance of Power, on which the Safety and 
Commerce of the Maritime Powers fo much 
depend. 

This Confideration determined Me to per- 
fevere, jointly withthe States, in repeating Our 
mof earneft Inftances to the contending Par- 
ties to agree to an Armiftice, and to enter into 
a Negotiation for obta'ning a general Peace, 
upon the Bafis of the Plan we hadthen Pro- 
pote d to them. 

Whilft Affairs continued in this ftate of 
Deliberation, the Heat andFury of the War aba- 
ted, and the Emperor, and the moft Chriftian 
King, in Confcquence of their repeated — 

ong 
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fions of a fincere Difpofition te put an end tothe 
War by an honourable & folid Peace, concerted 
& agreed upon certain Preliminary Articles to 
an{wer that moft defirable End. An Armiftice 
is fince agreed to by all the Parties engaged in 
the War 5 and the contraéting Powers, in Re- 
gardto the good Offices imployed by Me and 
the States, have communicated to Us, by their 
refpeétive Minifters the Preliminaries, defiring 
Our Concurrence for effeCtuating a general 
Pacification uponthe Terms thereby ftipulated, 

It appearing upon due Examination, that 
thefe Articles do not effentially vary from 
the Plan propofed by Me and the States, nor 
contain any thing prejudicial tothe Equilibre 
of Eurcpe, or to the Rights and Interefts of 
Our refpeétive Subjects, We thought fit, in 
purfuance of Our conftant Purpofe, to contri- 
bute Our Utmoft towards a Pacification, to de- 
clare, by a joint Refolution, to the Courts of 
Vienra and France, Our Approbation of the 
faid Preliminaries, and Our Readinefs to con- 
cur ina Treaty to be made for bringing them 
to Perfection. 

Thefe Preliminaries have been likewife 
communicated to the Kings of Spain, and of 
Sardinia ; and altho’ thofe Princes have not 
as yet, in Form, declared their final Refolu- 
tionsupon them, there isgreat Reafonto be'ieve 
that the Love of Peace,theiravewedDifpofitions 
for putting an End to the Troubles ofEurope, 
and the amicable Interpofition of Common 
Friends, will prevail upon them to agree to 
what has been thus concerted, upon reafona- 
ble Security given them, for the peaceable 
Poffeflion and Enjoyment of the Countries al- 
lotted to them. 

In thefe C'rcumftances, My firft Care was 
to eafe the Burthens of My People, as foon, 
and as far, as Prudence, in the prefent Pof- 
ture of Affairs, would permit. I have there- 
fore ordered a confiderable Reduétion to be 
made of My Forces, both by Sea and Land ; 
and if the Influence of the Crown of Great 
Britain, andthe Refpe& due to this Nation, 
have had any Share in compofing the prefent 
Troublesin Europe, or preventing new ones. 
Jam perfuaded yc u will be of Opinion, that it 
will be neceffary to continue fome extraor- 
dinary Expence, until there be a more per- 
feét Reconciliation among the feve:al Pow- 
ers of Europe.
